UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Federal   Order  No.   6  during 
July  1981   totaled  36.5  million  pounds. 

During  July  33.3  million  pounds,  or  91.30 
percent  of  producer  milk  was  classified  as 
Class   I. 

Comparisons  with  the  previous  month  and 
year  are  not  being  made  because  there  have  been 
frequent  plant  shifts  between  Federal   Orders  6 
and  12  which  have  distorted  individual  market 
statistics. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during  the 
month  was  $15.26  per  hundredweight  —  up  1   cent 
from  June  and  94  cents  above  July  1980. 

TAMPA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  72.3  million  pounds  of 
milk  to  pool   plants   regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.    12  during  July  1981. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class   I  milk 
as  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform 
price  to  producers  totaled  67.0  million  pounds. 

Class   I  milk  was  92.69  percent  of  the 
total   producer  milk. 

Comparisons  with  the  previous  month  and 
year  are  not  being  made  because  there  have  been 
frequent  plant  shifts  between  Federal   Orders  6 
and  12  which  have  distorted  individual  market 
statistics. 

The  uniform  price  per  hundredweight  for 
July  milk  was  $15.37,  a  decrease  of  1    cent  from 
the  previous  month  and  $1.02  above  July  of 
last  year.

DAIRY  DIVISION  DIRECTOR  TO  RETIRE 

Herbert  L.    Forest,   Director  of  the  Dairy 
Division,  has  announced  his  intention  to  retire 
in  the  near  future.     He  has  had  a  long  and  dis- 
tinguished career  with  the  Federal  milk  order 
program. 

Mr.   Forest  is  a  Massachusetts  native  and  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts. 
In  addition,  he  did  graduate  work  in  Economics 
at  Harvard  University.     He  began  his  government 
career  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
the  Federal   order  program  in   1934.     He  has 
given  more  than  47  years  of  continuous  and  dis- 
tinguished service  to  the  Department  and  the 
program. 

In  1970  Mr.    Forest  received  the  Depart- 
ment's Superior  Service  Award.      In  1976  he 
received  the  Department's  Distinguished  Ser- 
vice Award  for  exceptional   dedication,  accom- 
plishment and  leadership  in  directing  complex 
nationwide  dairy  marketing  programs  and  making 
significant  contributions  to  the  economic  wel- 
fare of  producers,  handlers  and  consumers. 

Mr.    Forest  has  agreed  to  stay  on  until 
his  replacement  is  appointed.

Accumulated  milk  production  for  the 
first  7  months  of  1981  totaled  78.8  bil- 
lion pounds  (35.7  million  metric  tons), 
compared  with  76.3  billion  pounds,  (34.6 
million  metric  tons),  or  3  percent  above 
the  same  period  of  1980. 

Production  per  cow  averaged  1,039 
pounds,  19  pounds  above  a  year  earlier 
and  42  pounds  more  than  July  1979.

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  DOWN  1  POINT 
PRICES  PAID  UNCHANGED 

The  July  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Fanners  decreased  1 
point  (.7  percent)   from  June  to  141   percent  of  its  January- 
December  1977  average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 
Contributing  most  to  the  decrease  since  June  were  lower  prices 
for  cattle,  oranges,  wheat,  barley  and  hay.     Higher  prices  for 
hogs,  tobacco,  potatoes,  broilers,  and  lettuce  were  partially 
offsetting.     The  Index  was  6  points   (4.4  percent)  above  a 
year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and 
Services,   Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for  July  was 
unchanged  from  June  at  151   percent  of  its   1977  base.     Lower 
prices  for  many  feed  items,  replacement  cattle  and  hogs  were 
offset  by  higher  prices   for  motor  supplies  and  family  living 
items.      Compared  to  a  year  earlier,  the  Index  was  12  points 
(8.6  percent)   higher. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index 
of  Prices  Paid,   Including  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates 
was  93  for  the  month  of  July  1981.     The  Ratio  was  down  1   point 
from  the  previous  month  and  down  4  points  from  the  same  period 
a  year  ago.

SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool    plants   regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.    13  totaled  57.8  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  July  1981. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month,    re- 
ceipts of  producer  milk  were  down 
1.7  million  pounds  and  1.2  million 
pounds  below  July  1980. 

In  the  July  equalization  pool, 
53.3  million  pounds  of  milk  was 
classified  as  Class   I.     Class  I 
producer  milk  was  down  2.1   million 
pounds  from  last  month,   and  was  1.2 
million  pounds  less  than  July  1980. 

Class   I  milk  was  92.24  percent 
of  the  total   during  July  compared  to 
93.06  percent  the  previous  month  and 
92.49  percent  during  July  of  the 
previous  year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Federal   Order  No.    13  for  July 
milk  was  $15.52  per  hundredweight. 
The  uniform  price  was  down  7  cents 
from  June  and  was  93  cents  above 
July  1980. 

PRODUCER  SUflHARY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,   446  producers  delivered 
166.6  million  pounds  of  milk   to 
pool    plants.      This  compared  to  438 
producers  and  170.6  million  pounds 
during  the  previous  month  and  436 
producers  and   160.1  million  pounds 
during  July   1980.      Producer  milk 
deliveries  in  July  were  down  2.4 
percent  from  June  and  were  4.0  per- 
cent above  July  of  last  year. 

The  average  milk  delivery  per 
producer  was   12,067  pounds  per  day 
for  all    producers  delivering  to 
plants  under  Federal   Orders  6,   12 
and  13.     The  average  daily  delivery 
per  producer  was  8,332  pounds  under 
Order  No.   6;  9,593  pounds  under 
Order  No.    12;  and  30,564  pounds 
under  Order  No.    1  3. 

Combined  receipts  of  bulk   fluid 
milk  products   from  producers  and 
other  sources   for  the  three  markets 
were   176,323,305  pounds   in  July 
1981,  and  175,324,187  pounds   in 
July  1980.

This  volume  represented  80 
percent  of  the  nation's  Grade  A  milk  supply. 
The  value  of  these  deliveries  was  more  than 
$11  billion,  or  13.5%  greater  than  1979.     Ap- 
proximately 49"  of  the  producer  deliveries 
was  used  in  Class   I.     Requests  for  copies  of 
the  Summary  may  be  directed  to  this  office.
